Flournoy 
admitted that Watergate will 
probably hurt the Republican 
party on a national level.

The trial attached 
nationwide attention and led to 
Berrigan being acquitted.

“The Winter’s Tale” Opens 


"A Sad Tale’s Best For Winter’

A writer's mind once 
conceived of a cold and frozen 
country called Cecilia. The 
writer lived in a time of kings 
and in Cecilia, he saw Leontes, a 
great king that “still winter and 
storm perpetual” would not 
move. It was Hermione, his 
queen, and Polxines, friend to 
the king and ruler of warm 
Bohemis, who suffered the 
unbased wrath of Leontes. But 
William Shakespeare thought it 
approppriate, because ‘‘a sad 
tale’s best for winter.” 

Now the mind travels over the 
flat plane of centuries, up to a 
time of films and photos and 
intricate lighting systems and 
choreography and tapes and 
slides. Shakespeare's ‘‘Winter’s 
Tale,” written centuries ago, 


comes to stand in a new light, a 
modern, multi-mediaed light. 
Friday evening, the CSUS 
Theatre Arts Department will 
open its unique version of “The 
Winter's Tale’™ in the 
Playwright’s Theatre 

Director Gerard Larson has 
made liberal use of lighting and 
Projection in this production. A 
wide range of color is being used 
to set various moods of the play, 
which include tragedy, comedy, 
romance and terror, and the 
lighting also accents the all-white 
costumes created by Don 
Fibiger. Each costume is 
completely unique to its 
character, as is the jewelry used 
in the show, created by Linda 
Finn; pieces of cool silver for the 
inhabitants of Cecilia, and pieces 


of warm orange and red for 
Bohemia. The walls of the 
Playwright’s Theatre are circled 
with projection screens, which 
will reflect images of characters 
and the rooms of Leontes’ 
palace. The theatre has been 
almost rebuilt with platforms 
and stairways and suspended 
ramps and moving panels, and 
the floor of the room has taken 
on the form of a huge radiant 
sundial. 

Shakespeare’s play will be a 
myriad of forms, utilized and 
vitalized by a large, versatile 
cast. Opening Friday, May 11, 
the play will show on Saturday, 
May |2, and from May 14 to 25. 
Curtain is promptly at 8:30. 
Tickets are $2 general. $1 for 
students. 


Student Senate Won't Budge 
On Hornet Editor Confirmation 


The controversy over next 
year’s Hornet editor continues as 
the Student Senate voted 
yesterday not to approve 
Carolann Cohen as editor. The 
vote was six for her approval, 
four against and one abstention. 
Two-thirds approval is needed 
for confirmation of an editor 
Senate Chair Roberto 
Hernandez changed his vote 
from an abstention to a “no” 
vote after the vote had been 
announced 

Hernandez refused comment 
on the vote after the meeting, 
explaining that he had another 
meeting to attend. Five minutes 
later, he was seen heading 
toward the gym with a softball 
glove and tennis shoes 


Other senators expressed the 
view that a “lame-duck’’ senate 
should not approve anything. 
Another wanted to see more 
signs of improvement in the 
Paper. 

Before the confirmation of 
Cohen came up, the Senate 
approved an applicant for 
another position who expressed 
ignorance of his position, saying, 
“I don't have the slightest idea 
what the job entails.” 

Cohen was questioned for 
over 30 minutes on all phases of 
the newspaper: layout, writing, 
and business affairs, as well as on 
Undercurrent magazine, which 
the Hornet has nothing to do 
with. 

Accusations were made about 


her salary; they later turned out 
to be unsubstantiated. 

Harold Rubin, who has been 
the Hornet advisor for four 
years, called Cohen as 
competent as any editor he has 
seen and called her the most 
qualified person on campus for 
the job. 

He testified that the Board ci 
Publications, of which he % a 
member, ‘“‘have complete 
confidence in her capabilities” 
after reviewing the applications 
for editor

Flournoy said that Watergate 
could possibly have an effect on 
limiting political contributions 
and making politicians more 
open about where they get their 
funds. He believes in limiting the 
amount of money a candidate 
can spend on things that are 
readily discoverable, such as 
television time, direct mailing, 
and newspaper ads.
